Of Damaging Letters Written In 
the Haywood Case.--Orchard 
Sticks to Story 


Boise, Idaho, June 18—The trial of 

m. D. Haywood for the murder of 
Former Governor Stuenenberg was 
resumed at 9.30 this morning, Hart 
Orchard was recalled to the stand, 
and was examined for impeachment 
by Mr. Richardson for the defence. 

fore Orchard was called, J. T, Nich- 
ols, who was deputy sheriff in charge 
of Caldwell jail, when Orchard was 
arrested for the Stuenenberg murder, 
identified a copy of a letter received 
by Orchard from Pettibone. Nichols 
said that Fred Miller, a Spokane law- 
er, who now is pelping to defend 
aywood, visited Orchard in jail af- 
8 sending him a telegram signed 


The prosccution offered one of the 
Most important pieces of evidence 
against Wm. D. Haywood today when, 
recallling Harry Orchard for re-direct 
examination, it introduced four let- 
ters tending to show that Haywood, 
during the fall of 1905, when Oreh- 
ard swears he was engaged on various 
crimes for the federation leaders, had 
participated in a plan to deceive Mrs. 
Orehard, of Cripple Creek, as to the 
whereabouts of her husband. Over a 
variety of protests from the defence, 
Orchard was allowed to testify that 
early in the summer of 1905, Haywood 
told him that Mrs. Orchard was writ- 
ing for information as to Orchard’s 
whereabouts. Orchard swore that he 
wrote Mrs. Orchard a series of let- 
terrs that were falsely dated, and 
delivered to Mrs. Orchard by an agent 
of the Western Federation of Miners. 
Orchard said that he first wrote two 
letters, dated San Francisco, and had 
them delivered through Paddy Mul- 
liney, who represented the Federa- 
tion at Cripple Creek. Orchard iden- 
tified the two letters and over-ruling 
all objections of the defence, Judge 
Wood admitted them. Next, Orchard 
swore that he wrote a third letter pur- 
porting to come from Nome, Alaska, 
and that under the general arrange- 
ment he had made with the Federa- 
tion of Miners, Marian Moore carried 
the letter to Nome, where he went 
as organizer for the Federation and 
posted it. This letter bearing the date 
of Nome, August, 1905, was produced, 
identified and admitted as evidence. 
Orchard then identified a letter 
which Haywood wrote to Mrs. O¥ch- 
ard, and that was admitted in evid- 
ence ,and handed to the jury. It fol- 
lows: ‘Denver, Nov. }8th, 1905. Mre. 
H. Orehard, Dear Madame and Sis- 
ter—I have not heard a word since I 
saw you. The last information I got 
was from Alaska. I think Fairfield 
was the name of the place. I see that 
awful conditions are prevailing there. 
Yours very truly, Wm. D. Haywood.” 

The three letters written by Orch- | 
ard were commonplace and contained 
nothing bearing on the case, or Orch- 
ard’s testimony, except references to! 
the arrangement which Orchard said 
he made with the Federation officers 
for the care of his wife, while he was 
absent. 

The defence attacked the letters and} 
Orchard’s story about them, but 
Orchard held to his story. The wit- 
ness successfully denied that he had 
made any arrangement for the deliv-

that the letters had only made their} 
appearance since he left the stand 
last week, that he had invented the 
story because his wife had Haywood’s 
letter in his possession, He swore 
positively that Haywood had agreed 
to write the Alaska letter, and that 
Pettibone and Moyer knew of the ar- 
rangement, :

San Francisco, June 18-—Supervisor 
James J. Gallagher, yesterday ap- 
pointed acting mayor in place of 
Mayor Schmitz, who is confined in the 
county jail, awaiting sentence for 
the crime of extortion, will be retain- 
ed in that. office until Schmitz has 
perfected his appeal from last week’s 
conviction, according to a statement 
made tonight by District Attorney 
Langdon, who added: ‘The members 
of the prosecution have not even dis- 
cussed with each other the name of 


any man to sueceed Gallagher 4s 
emergency mayor for the remainder 
of the year. We are proceeding 


carefully and with due regard to the 
Seriousness of the situation. J am 
not ready yet to answer with a de- 
tailed plan the question, ‘Will we 
sweep from office entire Schmitz ad- 
ministration? bui I will say this, ‘We 
have shaped and are now filling in 
the body of a policy whose one and 
only object is prompt and effectual 
relief for the public.

The Lumber Combine.--State- 
ment of Deputy-Attorney 
Geueral Woods 


The Calgary Herald and the Chi- 
nook newspapers have been whetting 
their knives for the Hon. A. B. Ayles- 
worth and charging the Dominion 
government with neglect in not en- 
forcing the law against the lumber 
combine alleged to exist in this prov- 
ince. With regard to this question 
the Bulletin interviewed Mr. 8. B. 
Woods, deputy attorney-general for 
Alberta. 

Questioned regarding the lumber 
combine, Mr. Woods said that some 
misconception existed as to the atti- 
ude and duty of the Dominion gov- 
ernment in such matters. The House 
of Commons had, at the instance of 
one of its members, appointed a com- 
mittee to investigate the charge that 
a combine existed. That committee 
had taken a lot of evidence and had 
os gob that in its opinion an unlaw- 
ful combination did exist. At this 
point, said Mr. Woods, the relation of 
the Dominion government to the mat- 
ter ceased. The evidence had been 
gee and an unrevised copy of it 
jad recently been received by him 
from Ottawa; but Ottawa could de 
no more. 

The deputy attorney-general ex- 
pressed the opinion that the attitude 
of Hon. A. B. Aylesworth to the ques- 
tion had been the only one open for 
him to take. The administration of 
criminal law was in the hands of the 
province, and it was through the 
criminal code that any unlawful com- 
bination must be attacked. Mr. Ayles- 
worth had said that the matter was 
now entirely in the hands of the pro- 
vinecial authorities and in this he was 
undoubtedly right. 

Asked as to what the provincial yov- 
ernment intended doing about it, Mr. 
Woods said that he was now busy 


reading the evidence taken by the 
committee with a view to deciding 
whether an indictment should be 


brought and, if so, in what form and 
against whom it should be laid. 
evidence was very heavy and would 
take some time to read. He would 
advise the government at the earliest 


possible date as to what course 
should, in his opinion, be pursted 
independent of the findiing of the 


parliamentary committee.

LIVE ON MILK AND HONEY. 


London, June 19.—Dr. A. F. R. 
Wollaston of the British Museum ex- 
pedition to Ruwenzori (Mountains of 
the Moon), with Mr. D. Carruthers, 
has just crossed Africa from Mombasa 
to the mouth of the Congo, passing 
from the south of Lake Albert Kdward 
through the heart of the Mfumbiro 
voleanie region, a wild, mountainous 
and difficult country, with waterless 
stretches, where no Englishman had 
ever been before. The natives in 
many cases, he informs Reuter, had 
never before seen a white man, al- 
though Captain Grogan, on his Cape. 
| to-Cairo journey, passed the eastern 
side of the region, 

For the most part the nine volean- 
oes ate extinct; the highest is about 
14,000 feet. Near the top they are 
| covered with donse bainboo, supposed 
to be inhabited by a race of pigmies 
who live by raiding the villages on 
the lower slopes. As they are far re- 
moved trom the Congo forest pigmies 
they are probably a new race. The 
sides af the extinct voleanoes are 
thickly populated by a people of fine 
| physique, living principally on milk 
jand honey. 

The Manyuema country is devastat- 
ed by sleeping sickness. Dr, Wollas- 
ton saw dead and dying on the road 
side, Almost every village presented

With Instructions From M.H.O. 
As To Vaccination Of 
Students 


——— 


The public school board and the 
medical health department of the city 
have crossed swords over the vaccin- 
ation of the pupils of the public 
schools. On the 10th of June Dr. 
Ternan, the city health officer, wrote 
the secretary of the publie school 
board asking for a conference with 
the board to arrange the matter of 
vaccinating the school children, Dr. 
Terran wrote again on the 16th as he 
considered the matter urgent. The 
reply of the board was received on 
the 17th. 

Yesterday Dr. Ternan visited the 
separate. school and emptied it, His 
proposal was that the pupils should 
be sent home to give them a chance 
to return next day with certificates as 
required by the Public Health act. 
He also visited McKay avenue school 
where the same request was made. 

Superintendent MeCaig explained 
that as it was within ten days of the 
close of the term and that since the 
»vromotion examinations were about to 

gin such action would completely 
demoralize the classes for the re 
mainder of the present term and the 
organization for the opening after the 
summer holidays, and he refused to 
comply with the medical health of- 
ficer’s instructions. Consequently the 
board are now standing pat and are 
putting the onus of enforcing the law 
upon the health officer and the pro- 
vincial board of health. 

The board holds that there is no 
ground for fear or alarm and that to 
ask the pupils to produce vaccination 
certificates on condition of attendance 
would be tantamount to closing the 
schools and the request of the medical 
health officer was unreasonable and 
beyond the requirements of the law. 

In case the chairman ot the board 
or the superintendent are prosecuted 
for the action of the board they will 
pay the fine, appeal the case, which 
will take soune weeks to carry out,and 
by that time the schools will be clos- 
ed for the holidays. The board are 
determined at any cost to keep the 
schools open until the end of the 
term. 

The acting city solicitor gave it as 
his opinon today that the act was 
defective as to terms of enforcing sec- 
tion 90, which reads as follows :— 

“Whenever he deems it necessary 
the medical health officer of any 
locality which is invaded by small- 
pox or is threatened to be so, may re- 
quire a certificate or ower sufficient 
evidence of immunity to smallpox to} 
be handed by every pupil attending 
the school, college, convent, univer- 
sity or other educational institution 
to the authorities. of the institution 
which he attends; and every pupil 
who refuses or neglects to produce 
such certificate on demand shall be 
excluded from the institution during 
the whole time of his refusal or 
neglect. * 

Clause 91, which provides the pen- 
alty for violation,refers back to clause 
87, which stipulates that the medical 
practitioner shall provide the parents 
with a certificate but makes no men- 
tion of any person or corporation in 
control of a school or college. 

The matter is forming the subject 
of a conference between the deputy 
attorney general and the city solicitor, 
who will return to the city this even- 
ing.

Halkett Has Come Here 
From Ottawa 


Mr. Andrew Halkett, naturalist, of 
the Marine and Fisheries Department, 
Ottawa, was in town yesterday. Mr, 
Halkett is well known throughout 
Eastern Canada as the leading Cana- 
dian authority upon matters relating 
to fish and fish culture. 

He has come to the west in the in- 
terests of the Fisheries Department 
in Ottawa. His mission concerns 
the improvement of the fisheries in 
inland waters here; also to collect 
specimens of native fish for the 
museum in Ottawa. He has been 
asked also to make a duplicate col- 
lection for the Provinces of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan, 

Mr. Halkett left today for the Qu’- 
Appelle Lakes, whence he wil! return 
in about a month or six weeks’ time 
to this district.. He has not yet de- 
cided what waters he will visit here, 
but speaks of Beaver Lake, Cooking 
Lake and some of the Yiarger waters. 
He has a long list of lakes which he 
wishes to visit, but owing to the ex- 
tent of the territory to be covered it 
will be impossible for him f° study 
many of them this year. If his re- 
port proves satisfactory to the govern- 
ment he will probably come ayain 
next summer. 

Mr. Halkett considers from what 
stuay he has been able to make in 
the brief time of observation that al- 
though white fish are most usually 
met with in these waters, that there 
are many other sorts inhabiting the 
streams and lakes, and that the 
conditions are favorable to the greater 
production of these. 

Mr, Halkett has done much to bring 
the fisheries museum at Ottawa to 
its present creditable condition as a 
national institution.

He said: “To 
my personal knowledge 163 tubercul- 
ous cows have been shipped from the 
city of Qoebec to Montreal, to be sold 
for milk purposes. ey were cows 
giving a ia flow of milk, and not 
fit for slaughter. In other words, 
Quebec has taken atvantage of the 
fact that no legislation exists in Mon.

STRINGENCY DUE 
TO GREAT GROWTH 


Of Country.--Financial Situation 
In West.--Banks Discourag- 
ing Speculation 


—_—_ 


_ Financial conditions throughout 
Canada; at the present time, present 
some Pecemanal features, trade in 
general being good ,in spite of the se- 
vere winter and late spring, and large 
Amounts of money are being expend- 
ed on the construction work on the dif 
ferent lines of railways,” said a man- 
ager of one of the leading financial 
institutions of the city today. “Not- 
withstanding this, however, lenders 
of money are finding a difficulty in 
meeting the legitimate demands made 
upon them, and everything of a spec- 
ulative nature is rigidly disecourng- 
ed. Of course it has always been 
the policy of reputable financial in- 
stitutions to discourage illegitimate 
apeculation, 

“The cause of this unusual state of 
affairs is not difficult to locate, when 
you consider the abnormal growth 
and development which has taken 
place in the country at large during 
the pagt five years. The remedy of 
this stringency of money is causing 
considerable thought, as at the pres- 
ent time many enterprises are suf- 
fering for want of capital to further 
develop them and many investments, 
that under ordinary conditions would 
be looked upon as satisfactory, are 
being discouraged. 

“Where the relief is to come from 
is a question that is exercising the 
minds of both business and financial 
men, It is generally coneeded that 
the marketing of the large amount of 
grain that the farmers were forced 
to hold over during the past winter, 
and which has since, in many inat- 
ances, been held by them hoping for 
enhanced prices, will somewhat ease 
the situation as far as the nortli- 
west is concerned, but whether a suf- 
ficient quantity is held by the farm- 
ers to give the relief required 
a doubtful question. 

“If this relief is not forthcoming, it 
will necessitate more rigid scrutiny on 
the part of bankers and other lenders 
of money of all business offering, the 
weeding out of anything of a doubt- 
ful character and possibly the in- 
creased capitalization of some of the 
larger monetary institutions for, as 
matters stand at the present time, 
owing to the continued rapid develop- 
men of the country, the credits have 
been largely absorbed. 

“But the difficulty is, where is the 
capital to come from. Last month, 
for example, the volume of exports 
exceeded the imports, thus creating a 
balance of trade against us. Thus ex- 
cess of exports over imports is due 
mainly to imports of all kinds of 
machinery for the development of 
Canadian wheat fields, railways and 
mines, and until the country reaps 
some returns from these gigantic in- 
vestments the conditions will be more 
or less stringent. Foreign capital in 
Europe or America is pretty well tied 
up in repairing the losses of the Sau 
Francisco disaster, the South African 
and Russo-Japanese wars, So you see 
even good times have inconveniences. 

“The late fine weather and great im- 
provement that is shown in the grow- 
ing crops have caused a much better 
feeling and may bring out moneys 
that possibly have been withdrawn 
from the field of investment in fear 
of a shrinkage in values. 

“With the present outlook, the great 
number of new settlers coming into 
the country and the vast amount of 
public money being expended in con- 
struction work on the different lines 
of railway, it is likely that an easier 
money market may be created at an 
early date.”

By Arthur Hawkes, of the 


Monetary Times, Who Discusses the City from 


Many Aspects.

“Edmonton is wonderfully made. it!

The railway ter 
minal explains the church, and the 
opulent soil and rare climate of Al- 
berta explain them both. The fur 
trading post has become a City of Ex- 
pectations, and will, unless the cours- 
es of commerce and) the orbits of n4- 
ture be changed, become a City of 
Fulfilments—not this year, nor the

“Why has the sanctuary, renowned 
of old for carrying n unpretentious 
head, lost its apostolic poverty? The 
answer ig ‘Real Estate.” In 1901 a 
handsome; brick building was con- 
structed on a corner lot west of the 
business part of the little town, and 
close to where those who lived away 
from their businesses were, domicile. 
Comparatively, the building is of 
little account, for the site has appre- 
ciated amazingly. It will be sold; 
and with the proceeds two handsome 
edifices, sacred to the Gospel of the 
Poor andthe Westminster Confession 
will be raised, one in the east and 
one in the west. It is not the busi- 
ness of the Church to emulate the 
speculator. But if land values go up, 
what is the preceptress of humility 
and unworldliness to do but to take 
her profits and multiply her visible 
testimony to the goodness of God? 

How Money is Made. 

“So you run across the real estat2 
situation, even when you meet the 
doctor of divinity, newly come from 
the exercises of early Sabbath. He, 
fine example of those whom great in- 
crease of worldly comfort does not 
spoils, talks of this wondertul acces- 
sion of wealth with a detachment 
which betomes his calling. He ways, 
‘They’ are going to sell. ‘They’ must 
mean the devout elders, who overnight 
discussed’ other than mundane, but 
not more profitable, deals in othe: 
places. The church is a grand place 
in whichjto fortify your judgment of 
the wortH of situations, and imparts 
a settled atmosphere to the business of 
staking out and transferring, Thera 
must be a hundred men in Edmonton 
worth from fifty thousand dollars up. 
Most of them have made their money 
out of real estate since the advent of 


the Canadian Northern was insured. | 


I talked »with a charming old-timer, 
who, as an incident in trade, had sold 
the fifty-loot lot, on which stands an 
eight hundred dollar building, for 
eight hundred dollars a foot, and was 
not weeping because in 1882 he 
langhed at the fellow who advised him 
to buy the 100-foot corner on’ which 
the Bank of Montreal stands tor 4 
dollars—a piece of land that would 
probably fetch a hundred thousand 
dollars this afternoon. Even while he 
told me of this trifling freak of tho 
whirligig, another, belonging to 


—on paper—about a mile away, for 


which he paid $500, sold two years | 


afterwards for $1,500, and lost track 
of (as a changeable commodity), when 
it was turned oyer for something above 
$2,000. I should not like to say how 
many miles out I saw staked streets, 
and simple announcements of the ex- 
cellent firms ready to oblige you with 
an offer of sale. 

“All this is nearly bewildering. 
you cannot tell where the’ su 
sion ends, you do not care to predict 
when the seller will dwell in lonely 
estate. You can only enquire: into 
conditions as they are, and leave de- 
ductions to struggle*into more or less 
painful birth. 

‘Nature has been kind to Edmon- 
ton. On Vietoria- day vegetation was 
fartlier advanced’ than in Southern 
Manitoba. For mixed farming there 
is no bettér section in Canada. The 
winters ‘are long, of course; but, norm- 
ally good sleighing is only expected to 
last six weeks. Last winter was the 
aggravating exception that proves the 
rule, Edmonton is the capital of 


Alberta, politically: and’ transporta- 
tionally, Railroad managemept and 

litical governance are not #0 close- 
y related as some cynics profs 34. 


Nothing in law or exp.diency should 
prevent the friendliest feeling hetweon 
the two, though cross currents set in, 
to the unhappiness of both.

“A banker told me the last three’ 
months were the least agreeable in 
his history, for he had perforce re- 
fused so much business—good busi- 
ness that, in normal times, would not 
have to be thought over.: I did not 
gather that there was any difficulty 
over ordinary. mercantile transac- 
tions, ~ But where the commodity 
behind the application was not a 
consumable quantity — instructions 
from headquarters were explicit, al- 
most peremptory. After all, there is 
not much to say except that the 
banks, in curbing the seal of) their 
friends, have done good work for the 
country. 


Why Manufacturers Don’t 

“Observe one general effect of the 
singular rise in valuations away from 
the business centre—it is impossible 
apparently to get a lot for a work: 
man’s house for less than 9800. 

“The Board of Trade has worked 
much to bring manufacturers hither. 
But the high price of labor, inevit- 
able where the cost of living is heavy, 
makes it almost impossible for the 
small manufacturer to start; and the 
big manufacturer is-able to produce 
much more cheaply at his distant 
headquarters. A cigar factory has 
increased its staff from three to thir- 
ty-five, thanks to a combination of 
qualities not reproducible in every 
industry. But in other directions 
there have been disappointments. 
Though there isa plentitude of civic 
improvements going on—half the 
streets are up for sewerage; gas, wa- 
ter, electricity or street-car purposes 
taxation is not specially heavy. For 
the land has been made to bear its 
full burden, a la George, by which 
means assessments. have risen won- 
drously. Should a reaction come 
the load on the householder must in- 
crease. 

“Buildings, though released from 
excessive rating, are expensive 
enough on account of high-priced la- 
bof and cost .of material. In the 
valley, between Edmonton and 
Strathcona, first-class brick are being 
made and sold at $15 per 1,000, Out- 
put cannot keep pace with the orders 
~—which explains a remarkable differ- 
ence between the cost of production 
and the selling price, ° Until things 
simmer down, then, it is scarcely 
likely that industries will flock in 
from the outside. But indigenous in- 
dustries. will spring up in good time. 

A Real Western Cannery. 

“I went over the site of a pack- 
ing-house, the contract for which 
calls for completion in September. It 
it suid that the Swifts, of Chicago, 
are friends of the enterprise. At 
present the raw material is not be- 
ing produced largely in the Edmon- 
ton country, But the main building 
will be seven storeys high, and with 
its subsidiary structures and plant 
will cost $300,000. It will lead to the 
establishment of steckyards and of a 
market generally for all kinds of farm 
produce that can walk to slaughter.

The farmers of Southern Alberta 
lave been lately interesied in the 
possibility of growing alfalfa success- 
fully. Tt is the general opinion among 
practical farmers and agricultural ex- 
perts that no crop means more to 
the western farmers as-that of alfal- 
fa. In the fist place it will solve the 
fodder jon, for if it can be grown 
successfully at least one crop per 
year can be cut and made into hay. 
At present the wild prairie hay can- 
not be cut any oftener than once in 
three years. In the second place be 
ing a legume it has the power to store 
m-in-the tubercles of its roots 
and revitalize the soil for cereal crops. 
This may be dona by ploughing down 
a Breen crop as in the case of clover. 
providing & green manure to restore 
nitrogen t@ the soil. As yet, however, 
the. crops of Alberta are not suffering 
from a dearth of nitrogen, but as 
grain growing advances the soil will 

uire reatoration 

he immediate necd alfalfa fills is 
for fodder and pasture. The Hon, Mr. 
Finlay states that in his recent visit 
to the south he saw some fine fields 
of alfalia growing, and a numbef of 
them without the aid of irrigation, 
and builds: high hopes on the success 
of alfalfa culture in Alberta. 

Someé-of the farmers have taken 
such an interest in the cultivation ot 
this plant that they have inoculated 
the soil in whith it is growing with 
bacteria, and are gratified with the 
results. One of the most successful 
experimenters in this regard is Mr. 
Thomas Woolford, of Cardston, and 
president of the A. F. A., who has 
several patches where the soil has 
been inoculated with these beneficent 
bacteria. The reaults are obvious to 
even the unitiated observer, Mhe in- 
oculated plants are larger, greener 
and indicate more vitality.

WINTER WHEAT IN KANSAS. 

In the production of winter wheat 
in the United States no part figures 
more prominently toan Kansas and 
the neighboring states. Out of an es- 
timated total of 28,130,000 acres re- 
maining under crop in the United 
States on May Ist, Kansas is given 
eredit. for 5,645,000 acres, and Mis- 
souri and Nebraska are credited with 
2,213,000 acres each, which makes 
two fifths of the winter wheat area 
in these three states. 

It is, therefore, of the greatest in- 
terest to learn of the condition of the 
crops this years in these states. The 
Twentieth Century Farmer, published 
in Nebraska, in a recent issue states: 
“The exceptionally dry weather for 
April and the first half of May has 
made a heavy decrease in the wheat 
area over large distriets of winter 
wheat country. Kansas and Oklahoma 
have so far been most noticeably 
affected in this respect. The green 
bug pest which has visited some sec: 
tions of these states has added much, 
no doubt, to the crop destruction. 
The lack of rainfall sufficient for the 
best interests of the growing wheat 
has extended over a vastly larger area 
than insect pest, and is always much 
more destructive when it does exist. 
Drought is a silent, stealthy destroyer 
and creates but little alarm, while it 
is day by day cutting down the yield 
of hundreds of thousands of acres. 
In the aggregate these few weeks of 
unfavorable weather means an im- 
mense decrease ia the wheat yield of 
the whole country.

CANADIAN. CENSUS BUREAU 
STATISTICS, 


The Census and Statistics _Bureau’ 
has issued a blue book as to wage 
earners in Canada by occupation ac- 
cording to returns of the last decen- 
nial census. The average yearly 
earnings at regular work of all class- 
es of occupation is $387.16 for males 
and $181.98 for iemaies. Trade and 
transportation pays an average wage 
of $503.62 for every male employee. 
Professional men, including clergy, 
government employees, musicians, 
teachers, engineers, ete., earn $676.88 
per year on the average. Average 
earnings of males employed in‘*manu- 
facturing, $403.14; in agriculture, 
$207.55; in domestic and personal 
service, $272.46. Of the whole num- 
ber of wage-earners, 814,930, the males 
constitute 81.75 per cent., and the fe- 
males 18.33 per cent.; and, compar- 
ing the totals of all wage-earners of 
both sexes by classes, it is found 
that the agricultural class gives em- 
ployment to 8.93 per cent., the domes- 
tie*and personal class to 25.61 per. 
eent,, the fisheries class to 0.91, the 
forestry and lumbering class to 2.02 
per cent., the manufacturing class to 
33,83 cent., the mining class to 2.93 
per cent., the professional class to 
6.34 per cent., and the trade and 
transportation class to 19.37 per cent,

The department of trade and com- 
merce reports the following as the re 
puted. Wheat situation of the crop of 
1906 on June 1, 1907, in the provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, The wheat yield as officially 
estimated by the provincial govern-

Christiania, June 18.—The greatest 
interest is being taken throughout 
Norway in the airship experiments of 
Walter Wellman, the American, who 
is contemplating an airship dash to 
the north pole, a la Jules Verne. Ac- 
cording to the present plans of Mr. 
Wellman during the first week of 
July there Will be trials of the air- 
ship until it is demonstrated that 
the latter is ready for the voyage. 
The start for the pole will be made 
on the first favorable opportunity af- 
terwards,» probably between July 
20th and August 10th, but if neces- 
sary, Mr. Wellman 1s prepared to 
start as late as August 20th, The 
members of the expedition are; Wal 
ter Wellman, Major Hearsey (execu- 
tive officer and scientific observer) 
who has been sent over by the Unit 
ed States Government; Chief Engi- 
neer Vannerman, Dr. Fowler (sur- 
geon), and M. Gaston Hervieu, the 
aeronautical engineer, and the only 
Frenchman on the staff.

Best in the West.--Huge Stand 
Pipe Erected at Highest 
Point of City 


Medicine Hat, Alta., June 14—Medi 
cine Hat's aim is to have the best in 
everything. “In the publie works that 
are being carried on by the city this 
is the predominating feature, When 
a couple of years ago the agitation for 
a fillration system took definite form, 
two or three systems presented them 
selves for considetation. The system 
of mechanical filtration such as | 
used at Brandowin filtering the Assi 
niboine river water, was looked into 
by a deputation from the city council 
Later the sedimentation system was 
investigated and the council decided 
that although the initial expenditure 
would be larger for a sedimentation 
system than mechanical filters that 
that system was preferable Last 
sumuner- a contract was given — the 
Roberts: company of Philadelphia for 
a fillention plant, consisting of —twe 
one-million gallon unites. The con 
tract was also let ror the erection ol 
a half million gallon steel stand pipe 
This stand pipe has been erected on 
the highest point in the city and ts 
now in daily use. It is one of the 
largest steel tanks im Canada The 
idea is, as soon as the filtration sys 
tem is completed to pump filtered 
water direct from the filters to the 
stand pipe, and the city will receive 
its supply of water for domestic and 
fire purposes from this reservoir, The 
base elevation of the reservoir is one 
hundred and ten feet above the grade 
elevation in the business portion of 


the city The tank is thirty-five 
feet in diameter and seventy feet 
high The elevation secures an am 


ple pressure in all parts of the city 
for domestic purposes and in the vai 
ley furnishes excellent fire pressure 


Carrying Out the Work. 


The year's council is augmenting 
the work already’ in hand by carry 
ing out the filtration contracts as en 
tered into last year and by the addi 


‘tion of increased pumping plant. In 


doing this the council is adopting the 
Wise principle of duplicating the pres 
ent pumping system which has a 
eapacity of 1,200,000 gallons per day 
In the present plant steam pumps are 
used, the power being generated by 
the use of natural gas under the boil 


er The new pumps which are to be 
put in, will be direct acting gas 
pumps, where the gas will be used a 


an explosive power instead of under 
the boilers, City Engineer Morrison 
esponding with several Ameri 
ean and old country firms, and when 
the pumps are definitely selected, th 
choice will be to the best that our 
money can buy, Two pumps ywill be 
installed This will give Medicine 
Hat waterworks practically — two 
pumping systems—one steam and the 
other gas, and this, along with the 


storage capacity of half a million gal 
lons in the reservoir, should make our 
system secure and continuous, and 
thus have a further bearing upon om 
already Jjow insurance rates The 
council uso looking ahead and pro 
viding for the city’s expansion in thi 


and the con 
, adding new 
pumping, filtration and 
e, can be added to without de 
stroying or interfering with the worl 
already done. 

The pumping capacity can be in- 
creased by adding new pumps; the 
adding one or two million gallon units 
at a time, and the reservoir system 
can be inereased by putting two or 
three stand pipes side by side with 
the one* alveady in operation. Thy 
citizens of this city take a great in 
terest in the publie owned utilities 
and the least of these is not the water 
works. The satisfaction of the rate 
payers with the steps taken for im 
provement, will no doubt again show 
itself when the by-law for water works 
fo provide additional money for ex- 
tension, will shortly be voted on, 

Excavate Huge Basin. 


\ visit to the filtration works does 
not give an observer much idea ef the 
system other than that a very large 
work is under way. To arrange foi 
the filter basins, it was found neces 
sary to exeavate a hole 80 feet square 
and 30 feet deep, Cement conerete is 
used almost wholly in the consiruc 
tion and the filter beds and basins 
are ponderous affairs of solid cement 
masonry, portions of which are rein 
foveed by steel work. The water Yrom 
the well alongside of the river is ele- 
vated to the receiving basin by a 
centrifugal pump which is snow melt- 
ing in the mountains, and is operated 
by a twenty horsepower Colonibus gas 
engine. From the receiving basin the 
water tlows into settling basin, where 
it flows over and under a system of 
baffle plates, in which a large propor 
tion of the dirt and impurities sink to 
the bottom through sedimentation, 
From this basin the water goes to the 
fiiier proper, where it is put through 
the Roberts patent system of filtration 
and when the water is extremely 
dirty as it is at this time of year 
when the snow is melting in the 
mountains, a coagulant is added in 
proportion to one to sixteen hundred 
and the filtered water drains into a 
large cement well, where it is practi 
cally about the same level as the 
pumps, From here it is pumped into 
the stand pipe. This obviates the ne- 
cessity of any lifting on the pumps 
Int the construction of the plant, pro- 
visidn’ ts made for flushing and cleans 
ivg the different compartments and 
returming the refuse directly to the 
river * intake pipe.

Wallace, Tdaho, June 10.—The trial 
of Haywood, head of the Miners’ un- 
ion, and Harry Orchard’s confession 
have thrown fresh interest about the 
famous Coeur d’Alenes, where the 
troubles which led to the carnival ol 
crime commenced. 

More than one hundred and forty- 
eight million dollars in mineral 
wealth has been taken from the Coeur 
d’Alenes since the district was opened 
as ‘a mining centre. in 1884. This 
ar.ount represents the output of lead 
silver, copper, zine, antimony. and 
gold, as compiled from government re- 
ports and other reliable sources. It 
is more than probable that the output 
irom the district is in excess of the 
figures mentioned, as the values on 
which the figures are based are a gen- 
eral.average of the New York market 
quotations, 

Since 1883 the amount of lead pro 
luced in the district is estimated at | 
2,201,738,430 pounds, representing a} 
value of $86,873,409, The amount of 
silver is estimated at ge 0 ounces 
of a value of $43,779,860.

Wallace had a cdbin and store fe the 
site of what is now the city of Wal- 
lace, At the same time W. B, Hey- 
burn began work on the Polaris mine, 
in Polaris gulch, and in the same 
year the Tiger claim in Canyon creek 
was located by John Carton and Ala- 
meda Seymour. In 188 this mine 
had been opened by three tunnels and 
aad about three thousand tons of lead 
silver ore on the dump. Other mines 
located in this year were the Gold 
Hunter, Morning, You Like, at Mul- 
lan, and the Black Bear, Gem of the 
Mountaingg and San Francisco, now 
comprised in the Helena. Frisco mine 
uear Gem, 

The discovery of the Bunker Hill 
mine’ by Phil O'Rourke and N. 8. Kel- 
logg in 1885, of the Sullivan mine by 
Can Sullivan and Jacob Goetz and the 
evident existence of large bodies of 
rich ore in the Tiger, Poorman, Gran- 
ite, San Francisco, Morning and oth- 
er mines removed all uoubts of the 
importance of the South Forks mines.

Hotelmen Protest. 

_ Taylor, Boyle & Pardee, represent- 
ing the proprietors of the Jasper. 
Queens, St. James, Castle, Wiadsor, 
Brunswie« 
Imperial, Grand Central, St. Elmo 
and Pendennis, wrote questioning the 
Council’s legal right to collect a $400 
license fee, the new license act rais- 
ing the fee front? $200 to $400 does 
not come into force until July Ist, 
while the licenses are payable on 
June 15th. On this ground the ho- 
telmen claim the new act does not 
apply this year. An opinion from 
City Solicitor Beck was to the effect 
that the Government were collecting 
the $400 and the city was following 
suit.

Alderman Picard: Question—Have 
hotel licenses been raised this year? 

Answer—This matter comes before 
the Council in the shape of a letter 
from the City Solicitor, The situa- 
tion ig that the city charges hotel li- 
cense-holders the same amount that 
the local government charges. At the 
last session of the Legislature an act 
was passed increasing the license fee 
from $200 to $400; this has the effect 
of increasing the city license from 
$200 to $400 also. However, the act 
comes into force only on the Ist of 
July and licenses are payable on the 
léth of June. The city have been 
advised that notwithstanding this 
fact the Provincial Government are

CANADIAN WHEAT 
IN THE ORIENT 


Japanese Customs Tarriff Dis- 
criminates Against Flour In 
Favor of; Wheat 


; —— 


Alex Maclean, Canadian commer- 
cial agent in Japan, reports to the 
Department of Trade and Commerce 
that milling machinery is being im- 
ported into that country, and that 
there is a noticeablé increase in the 


imporation of wheat, under the in- 
centive of the new, customs tariff 
rate discriminating | between flour 


and wheat in favor of the latter. 

Mr. Maclean points out in his re- 
port that there is a great unreadi- 
ness in respect to the shipping facili- 
ties to the Orient, ayhich will inter- 
fere with any coiigidérable wheat 
trade in this direction for some time. 

Cannot State Rate. 

Further he says: “Apparently there 
is a lot of pioneer work yet to be 
done. As to through rates, our ele- 
vator connection have no idea as to 
through rates to the Orient, and upon | 
enquiry we find tnere are none estab- 
lished. But they hope to have some 
ready in the fall. The C.P.R. inform 
us that until they know the quantity 
of wheat likely to be shipped they 
cannot give any definite rate, but that 
if we come to them with an_ offer} 
of a cargo the rate would probably 
be $9 per 2,000 Ibs. Otherwise we | 
must consider the rate $10, On flour 
the rate is established at $8, and we 
think the wheat rate will probably 
be the same. It will deepnd very 
largely, they inform us, on what the 
ocean rates will be at the time cf} 
shipment, All of which you can un-| 
derstand to mean that there will be 
much delay in getting things down 
to a working and competing basis. 

Of course, when al! these things are | 
brought up to date through compet- | 
ing rates, standardization of grades 
between Canada and Japan, and when 
the production of wheat in Alberta| 
and Saskatchewan will show a sur- 
plus that may be estimated there 
will yet be the handicap of bagging.

By Trade With Flour. 

A Mauchurian firm, writing to the 
office of the commercial agent, states:

LUMBER FAMINE 


Board of Trade Endorse Request 
of Mill Owners for Special 
Government Permit 


At a special meeting of the Board 
of Trade yesterday aiternoon, called 
to discuss the loss to the Edmonton 
lumbermen by the recent flood of the 
Saskatchewan, and a means of pre- 
venting in part the threatened scar- 
city of lumber, a resolution was 
passed approving of the request of 
D. R. Fraser & Co., W. H. Clarke & 
Co., and John Walter, that they be 
allowed a special permit to cut lum- 
ber this summer on the banks of the 
Saskatchewan and the streams run- 
ning with the river, 

The chair was occupied by A. C. 
Fraser, vice president of the board, 
who called upon the different lumber- 
men to give their statements of the 
situation. W. H. Clarke, after re- 
fering to the loss the lumbermey had 
sustained, said that the mills might 
yet be kept running if lo s could be 
procured along the river. This lumber 
could not be got from the present 
limits , as they were too far inland. 
He personally did not know that there 
were others available, but Mr. Walter 
had told them that along the river 
were smal] patches of poplar which 
would make good lumber. if permis- 
sion could be obtained from the gov- 
ernment to use this lumber the mills 
could be kept going during the sum- 
mer. If this concession could be se- 
cured from the government it would 
be of great benefit to the city, as to 
the lumbermen themse’ ves. 

John Walter said th.. it would be 
impossible to utilize the lumber more 
than a quarter of a mile from the 
river, Years ago poplar was consid- 
ered of no use to the lumberman, but 
now it would be of good value. If 
the permit were given immediately 
a number of contractors would be 

ut to work, and perhaps halt the 
oss would be made up. 

Mr. Walter further stated that the 
year’s loss would be half of the total 
output, Last year it was not more 
than three or five per cent. 

In answer to a question from Mr. 

Fraser, Mr. Walter said that the 
granting of the permit would not in- 
terfere with the settlers’ land, Lum- 
ber would be taken only from unoe- 
cupied land now held by the govern- 
nent. 
‘ John NeDonald, manager for D, R. 
Fraser & Co., suggested that it might 
be pointed out to the government that 
each of the three mills had put in 
considerable new machinery, and_ if 
they did not. get lumber the mills 
would be tied up to a great extent, 

Mr. Walter said the government 
were to be asked by the three lumber- 
men for the special permit, and what 
they now wanted was that the board 
of trade represent the city showing
